Those Indian War Claims. ' 


The Eureka Sentinel, in comment- 
Ing upon our afticle relative to the 
White. Pie Indian War, hazzards the 
belief that we were not on the coast 

‘at that time. We had the honor of 
‘being in this State a portion of the 
time, and hold to the opinion that, the 
real danger, both of loss and blood- 
“shed, were greatly magnified by in- 
habitants of that section, We read 
‘accounts of the demonstrations by the 

Indians, and they were the subject of 
telegraphic reports, yet the whole 
‘matter can not be magnified into an 
Indian war, and that idea is what we 
laughed at. ‘If any honest man left 
his work to defend life and property, 
we should be the last to repudiate his 
claims. We do not doubt that the 
people were frightened; we do not 
believe that.the State was responsible 
for all the consequences of their fright, 
and hence wé recommended a little 
caution, lest the State in trying to be 
generous, shall pay what she docs not | 
owe. 
~ War means compelled loss. Inor- 
dinate fright makes voluntary sacri- 
fices, nnd for these the State should 
not pay. Your experience was not a 
war, but ascare. Still, means were 
needed for your defense, and the State 
provided them. For these she should 
pay, and no more. We are informed 
that $18,000 of these claims have been 
audited. Will the Sentinel inform us 
of the items which occasion further 
demands? © 


Railroad Measures. 


-———— 


Assemblyman Wright has given 
notice of a bill imposing certain duties 
on the C. P. R. R. The bill requires 
the company to fence all the C. P. R. 
R. lands in this State by July 1, 1878, 
under a penalty of $50,000 and $1,000 
.© per month fine for every month for 

fence unbuilt thereafter. 
Assemblyman Grey has also iatro- 
duced a concurrent resolution con- 
cerning fares and freights on the 
Central Pacific railroad.. This is 
virbatim the same resolution  sntro- 
duced in the Assembly by Mr. Grey 
‘in the session of. 1873. It calls for 
Congressional action for the regulation 
of fares and freights on the Cextral 
Pacific railroad. Rules suspended— 
Read second tiuare by title and referred 
to the Committee on Federal Relations. 

The ‘meastires mean one of two 

things: Either the State is to take a 
hand in a solution of the Railroad 
problém,or certain men are agitating 
the matter-in order to make their 
silence valuable. There is no doubt 
that many existing circumstances 
might be changed to the public bene- 
fiit, aad. without doing injustice to 
corporations. We hope this may be 
the intent, and shall watch closely the 
progress of any such measures. 


Sandstone vs. Granite. 

Tha Carson Zribune has a hard time 
in bolstering up the virtues of its 
sandstone quarry near the State Prison 
and we will help it a little. The 
quarry at ‘Carson is nearly worked out, 
that at Reno is nearly inexhaustible. 
The Carson sandstone is very poor 
building material; that at Reno is of 
the finest quality. In building the pre- 
sent walls near Reno the contractor did 
not dare use any of the Carson rock 
below the water table, or within reach 
of prisoners, because of its soft nature. 
In these portions the Reno granite 
alone could be used. Besides ail this 
the Carson quarry belongs to Farmer 
Treadway, and to the Legislature, the 
task of paying for it four or five times.

STATE PRISON. 


In the morning, in company with 
two legislators, I went to the State 
Prison, situated about a mile east of 
town. Col. Ilyman, the polite war- 
den, showed us through the various 
apartments. Under his management 
everything seems to move efficiently 
forward. As there is some controver- 
sy on the State Prison question I will 
state some facts in relation to the Car- 
gon Prison which may be of interest 
There are at present 
124 “prisoners, being a smaller 
number than at any time for two 
years previous. The average number 
during this period is about 135. There 
52 cells for all the prisoners, 
hence some cells must contain 
three men. The warden says that 
only one man should be in a cell but 
that he is compelle(l on account of 
the insufficiency of room to thus 
crowd the men together. There are 
seven guard towers) which appeared 
such wenk looking things that a man 
with a feeble constitution might push 
them over. In the quarry we found 
nbout 40 men at work getting out 
sandstone. This stone was found in 
nerrly horizontal stratas with par- 
tinlly decomposed sandstone between, 
henee there is about one-third of it 
fair sandstone and the remaining two- 
thirés an inferier building material.

house are all small. The health of 
the prisoners is very good and there 
has been no escapes for a number of 
months, from which we conclude that 
they must be pretty well fed and 
cared for. I found that the present 
State Prison is decidedly insufficient 
fur the State wants. While the 
buildings are very good and even and 
conveniently arranged, they are en- 
tirely inadequate to the Prison de- 
mands. The expenditure of some 
$150,000 would erect the necessary 
buildings and give the Carson Prison 
the needed room and shops. But I 
found that a serious difficulty is that 
the grounds in strict law belong to 
private parties, and that two gentle- 
men, Adams and Mesicks, in Califor- 
nia, brought suit in the United States 
Circuit Court to obtain possession of 
them. The Court’s instructions to
